PROVES TOO HAGH, 
NSULL IS JAILED 


'U. S. Court Declinies To 
Allow Erstwhile Utili- 
ties Magnate Freedom) 
for Smaller Sum.

CHICAGO, May 8.—(4#)—Samuel 
Insull was in jail tonight in the city 
where his name and his millitons once 
were a title and a scepter. 

That was a crashing climax for the 
story of Insull, the end of, his long 
flight from American justiice, and 
perhaps, the bottom of his headlong | 
fall. It came about less than two | 
years from the time he left Chicago, 
still, for all the public knew, a wizard. 
of business who had applied a midas 
| touch to the utilities. 

He was in jail because he did not 
put up bond for his freedom to await 
trial on the federal government’s | 
charges against him—one a charge | 
of using the mails to defraud amd 
another of fraudulent practices’ in 
bankruptcy. 

His bond was set—three hours aft- 
er he had arrived under guard from 
the east—at $200,000. Insull said. 
through his attorney, that he could 
not raise that amount; Insull’s son, 
| Samuel junior, said it was impossible, 
and the attorney said they would not =

To pleas that the bond was too high, 
| Federal Judge John P. Barnes said 
shortly, “that's my best judgment.” 
| Insull then—he had spent the morn- 
ing in the United States marshal’s of- 

| fice and in court-—sent out for a 
| lunch and waited for a taxi which 
| was to take him to jail. 

Insull moved where his ‘guards re 
quested, he went to court without any 
evident loss of poise, he submitted to 
he finger printed and then he rode 

jail,

series of minor annoyances. He had | 
no complaint to make about his re- 
ception, even though the long watk 
through the smoky tunnels of the 
Pennsylvania railroad station, when 
his train arrived at 8 a.m., tired him 
so that he collapsed, temporarily, in 
the federal courthouse. 

He settled down in a hospital bed 
at Cook county’s jail—the first resi-

VIOLENCE FLARES 
IN BAMA STRIKE: 
TROOPS SENT OUT 


Two Killed, Many Hurt 
in Battle Between Min- 
ers and Deputies Near 
Birmingham. 


BIRMINGHAY., -Ala., May 8.—() 
Two negroes were killed and four 
miners wounded and several special 
officers were peppered with birdshot 
tonight in battles that raged through- 
out the iron mining district atop Red 
mountain, southwest of here. 


The’ battle broke shortly before 9 
oclock as a group of 300 or more 
strikers sought to stop a _ patrol of 
three carloads of Jefferson county 
deputy sheriffs, who feturned fire 
from ambush with a submachine gun 
and automatie rifles. 

One unidentified negro was found 
dead at the scene of the battle, an- 
other was found half a mile away so 
badly wounded he died later, and 
others were believed lying wounded in 
woods lining the highway where the 
battle raged for 10.0r 15 minutes. 

The deputies had passed the group. 
when the first shots were fired in the 
darkness and returned the pistol and 
shotgun bullet and ‘slugs with a with- 
ering machine gun and automatic rifle 
barrage. 

The ambushers’ wilted into the 
darkness and the wounded were taken 
to points of safety on the wooded 
mountain slope. 

“What sounded like .a machipe 
gun,” one of the deputies reported, 
started chattering up the road in front 
of them. but under the withering re- 
volver fire of the deputies, the miners 
retreated.

Commodity Credit Corporation has ex- 
tended maturity date on all 10-cent 
loans on cotton from August 1, 1934, 
to February 1, 1935.

ment discrimination against tenant 
farmers and share-croppers in the 
south were made by Representative 
Parker, democrat, Georgia, who de- 
manded a congressional investigation 
of the administration of the crop pro- 
duction loan aet. 

At about the same time Parker was 
making his allegations before the 
house rules committee, a group of ex- 
tension agents from the cotton-grow- 
ing states was deep in work with the 
farm administration to correct assert- 
ed injustices to thousands of farmers 
who eke out an uncertain livelihood 


j through the tenant and share-cropper 


system. 
Cotton To Be Held. 

The cotton loan announcement was 
made tonight by Lynn P. Kelly, presi- 
dent of the corporation, who said no 
cotton pledged as security for pro- 
ducers’ loans would be taken over or 
sold by the corporation prior to next 
February 1 unless seven-eighths-inch 
spot cotton reached 15 cents a pound 
on the New Orleans market. 

He also said loans eligible under 


the cotton plan. under which farmers. 


berrowed 45 cents a bushel on ear 
corn sealed in cribs were terminated 
May-l. 

Extension of the maturity of the 
10-cent cotton loan, Kelly said, means 
that producers who have obtained 
such loans may repay them and obtain 
the relief of the pledged warehouse re- 
ceipts, thus being able. to take advan- 
tage of any market rise between now 
and next February 1. 

However, it must be understood, he 
explained, that the extension of the 
maturity of producers’ loans in no 
way affects the obligation of the cor-

WALLACE APPEALS 
FOR ADDED POWER 


Millers Bitterly Protest 
Agriculture Secretary’s 
Bid for Price Control. 


WASHINGTON, May 8—(P>— 
Secretary Wallacé made a strong ap- 
peal to a senate committee today for 
enactment of amendments to strength- 
en the farm act and drew from the 
millers’ federation the contention that 
the changes would vest appalling 
power in the secretray. 

The secretary said large distrib- 
utors, processors and handlers of farm 
products at a meeting in Chicago last 
week “determined upon an organized 
movement” to block enactment of the 


amendments at. this session. 

Herman Fakler, Washington rep- 
resentative of the millers’ national 
federation, followed him with the 
statement that passage of the proposed 
changes “would take away from the 
industries affected the contro] of the 
ordinary conduct of their business in 
all its phases and leave them nothing 
but the risks and responsibilities.” 


Reconsidered. 


The amendments were approved by 
the senate agriculture committee re- 
cently at a closed hearing but protest 
caused Chairman Smith and other 
members to reconsider. 

«In the light of this new campaign 
of obstruction on the part of these 
large processors and distributors,” 
Wallace said, “it now becomes im- 
perative that our ovroposed amend- 
ments be enacted.” 


He added that failure to approve 
them at this session might put ef- 
fective relief for many farmers under 
the farm act “in grave ot be- 
cause of serious delays in enforce- 
ment.” 

The farm administration takes the 
position that there is no change in 
policy involved and that the amend- 
ments are simply a strengthening and 
clarification of the marketing and li- 
censing powers conferred under the 
present act. 

Legal assault on the law, however, 
officials said, are delaying enforce- 
ment and breaking down the market- 
ing agreement section. 

Fakler argued that the present 
terms and conditions of marketing 
agreements enabled the secretary of 
agriculture to eliminate, in effect, only 
unfair practices. 

Supervision. 


“However, the proposed amendment 
to the licensing provision of the agri- 
cultural adjustment act goes far be- 
yond the elimination of unfair prac- 
tices or charges,” he said. “It departs 
from the field of governmental regula- 
tion to compel members of an industry 
to comply with the rules of fair trade 
and enters the field of governmental 
dictation and supervision of the ordi- 
nary conduct of business in all its 
phases.” 

Alger Hiss, legal representative of 
the farm administration, who fol- 
lowed Fakler, said in response to 
questions by committee members that 
the farm administration has already 
entered into marketing agreements on 
a large-scale but that the alterations 
were necessary to prevent “obstruc- 
tion,” 

The only real change involved, he 
said, would be the power to license 


producers where they are also distrib-|. 


utors. This would affect many milk 
and other co-operative organizations.

Donovan described Martin Bren- 
nan, present democratic congressman- 
at-large of Bloomington, Ill., as the 
“man generally recognized as han- 
dling the power money in the cam- 
paign.” 

Brennan was an attorney at the 
time. He told reporters he was paid 
between &700 to $1,000 for organiz- 
ing the “fight.”

Useful Mineral, 


Found in Georgia 


Vermiculite, a bronze-colored min-, 
eral used both as a heat insulator for 
houses and as the base for a bril- 
liant bronze coloring matter, has | 
brought into commercial prominence in| 
Georgia, State Geologist Richard W. 
Smith said Tuesday. | 

It has been known for years that, 
vermiculite occurred in the north: 
Georgia counties of Rabun and Towns, | 
but until recently it was not discov-| 
ered in sufficient quantities to warrant | 
its use commercially. 

Vermiculite has the curious prop- 
erty of expanding, under extreme 
heat, to several times its original size, 
and when heated and expanded be-' 
comes a light, fluffy material weigh- | 
ing from 5 to 10 pounds per cubic 
foot. 

In its expanded form, vermiculite is, 
one of the @est insulators known, anil | 
the mineral taken from the eountry’s. 
largest known deposit near Libby, 
Mont., has been used for that pur- 
pose commercially. 

In addition, the brighter colors of} 
ground and expanded vermiculite may 
he used im pigments and inks in place' 
of powdered bronze. Mr. Smith said 
it had been claimed that the hronze- 
eolored background on the packages 
of a popular brand of cigarets’ is 
printed with an ink made from ver- 
miculite powder. | 

The powdered form of the mineral 
also has been successfully applied to 
wall papers as a decorative medium. .

Mayor’s Veto Message. 
Text of the veto follows: 
“To the General Council, 
“City Hall. 

“Gentlemen: I am returning here- 
with, without approval, an ordinance 
instituting daylight saving time in the 
departments of the city government. 

“This is distinctly a community 
question. It is not a councilmanic 
question and it has not been dealt 
with as such in the agitation that has 
gone on about it heretofore. During 
the time that I was mayor before, at 
the close of the war, the question 
arose as to whether or not daylight 
saving time, as ordered by congress, 
should be continued—by common con- 
sent it was submitted to a large group 
of representatives of every organiza- 
tion in the city, which I took the lib- 
erty of calling. The question was 
argued fully and in the final vote 
there was only one vote in the body 
for continuation of daylight saving 
time. Since that time the question 
has recurred. As a result of it, and 
in recognition of the fact that it was 
distinctly a community question, the 
people voted on it two years ago—the | 
issue then being eastern time or cen- | 
tral time, and the voters, by a large 
majority, voted for central time.

Soviet Debt Issue. 


Officials said a definite settlement 
of the soviet-American debt question, 
agreement on a new formula to reduce 
Finland’s debt and overtures from 
other European nations recognizing 
that “fair offers” might result in a 
long-awaited debt accord, would un- 
tangle the entire debt situation. 

Details of the proposed new Finnish 
debt agreement have not been made 

ublic but it was understood tentative- 
y to call for Finland's interest to he 
reduced from 31-2 per cent to .03 
per cent. 

All jnterest paid from 1922 to 
1927, and 7-8 of the interest paid 
from 1927 to date, would be applied 
against the original debt of $9,000,- 
000. Finland by this procedure would 
be credited with having made princi- 
pal payments of $3,500,000.

In Georgia’s Fields and Streams | 


By H. A. CARTER 


A very welcome letter appeared in 
the morning mail. It was from Dr. 
Francis Harper, of Swarthmore, Pa., 
who expects to be in Georgia on a 
short trip about the last of May. He 
would like-to haye Earle Greene and 
myself meet him on Brasstown Bald 
sometime about the thirtieth of the 
month for some studies on the extreme 
upper austral and transition zones of 
Georgia. That is something that both 
Earl and I will do, for we are both 
interested in getting everything that 
we can find on the mountain peaks of 


“Georgia catalogued for the files of 


the society. Eventually, of course, we 


will publish it all, but it will take | 


many, many trips of this sort and a 
lot of. more. extended trips to get 
all we need. 

At any rate, to meet this represent- 
ative of the Philadelphia Academy 
of Natural Sciences and work . with 
him for a few days will be a rare 
privilege. He expects to work more 
on mammals and birds, with .some 
cursory examination of the fish of the 
region, while I will confine my atten- 
tions to the reptiles and amphibians, 
posing as an interested but thoroughly 
ignorant spectator of the fish studies. 
What Earle Greens will dé: needs no 
mention. 


This recent discovery of the raven 
nest on Brasstown Bald is just 6ne 
representative of ea fauna that nor- 
mally occurs several hundred miles 
north of Atlanta. The transition zone 


crosses New England, New York, and 
north Michigan. The only reason that 
the representatives of this zone can 
live in Georgia is the fact that the 
elevation above sea level makes the 


climate as near like that of the lati- | 


tudinal transition zone as it can pos- 
sibly be. 

Dr. Harper has written a number 
of papers on the vertebrates of, Geor- 
gia. He is the author of “The Okefi 
nokee Swamp as a_ Reservation, 


| which appeared in Natural History 1” 


1920. He has written on the frogs. 
salamanders, snakes, turtles, fish. 
mammals and birds of various parts 
of Georgia, and has contributed great- 
ly to the knowledge of the natural 
history of Georgia. Naturally, if |! 


can help such a man to make more, 


progress in this state, it will a 
pleasure to do it. Not the least im- 
portant thing is that I shall be in a 
fair way to learn a lot myself and 
such opportunities are not to be 
assed by lightly. They come all too 
seldom in Georgia. 

So Earle Greene and I will await 
the passing of the month with some 
impatience. With a treat like this in 
store, who wouldn’t?

By this time several) men in FEnu- 
rope had made flights in airplanes 
of their own design. Santos-Dumont, 
the man who flew around Eiffel tower 
in 1901 aboard an airship had turned 


'to heavier-than-air machines; and in 
|1906 had made a publie flight of 720 
'feet in 21 seconds, aboard a biplane 
| which rose by its own power. KBle- 
‘riot had built a monoplane, and had 
‘used it for successful flights, one 
‘covering more than a quarter of a 
mile. 

The Wright biplane which was tak- 
en to Franee would not rise by its 
own power. but a launching tower was 
set up; and by means of pulleys, ropes 
and a falling weight, it was pushed 
ahead fast enough to get off the 
ground. 

Some persons laughed about such a 
method of launching a plane; but 
there was a great chorus of praise 
when Wright showed what his plane 
could do after rising. On September 
20, 1908, he made a flight which last- 
ed an hour and 31 minutes! It was 
not a cross-country flight, being made 
in circles; but it was enough to cause 
people in Europe to hail him as the 
greatest master of the air. 

Meanwhile Orville Wright was mak- 
ing public flights im the United 
States: and between them the broth- 
ers proved, on both sides of the At- 
lantic, that they knew important. xe- 
ecrets of the art. of flying.

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REVISION 1S SOUGHT 
FOR TEXTBOOK CODE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
WASHINGTON, May 8.—Two 


members of the Georgia house delega- 
tion, Representative FE. E. Cox, of €a- 
milla, and Representative John &. 
Wood, of Canton, today joined in a 
determined congressional drive to 
bring about drastic revision of the 
code of fair competition for the text- 
book industry on the grounds that 
the proposed code as now drawn will 
work a severe nardship on Georgia 
and other states. 

According to the two Georgia con- 
gressmen, if the code as now writ- 
ten goes into effect, it will abrogate 
existing schoolbook contracts in the 


state and will increase the price of 
books at least 25 per cent as well 
as destroy the exchange value of used 
text books. 

Appearing before the house _ rules 
committee of which Representative 
Cox is a high ranking democratic 
member, Representative Wood joined 
with a number of his colleagues in 
the house in asking for a special rule 
to permit consideration of a resolu- 
tion which seeks to create a_ select 
committee of five house members to 
consult with General Hugh S. John- 
son and other NRA officials on the 
revision of the textbook code before 
it is finally approved. 

At the suggestion of Representative 
Cox the committee delayed action on 
the proposed rule, but imstructed its 
chairman, Representative Bankhead, 
of Alabama, to communicate with the 
White House in an effort to secure 
the desired revision without the neces- 
sity of congressional action. 

Without a special rule, Representa- 
tive Wood said that there would not 


ij further legislation 


be the slightest opportunity afforded 
congress to pass the Johnson resolu- 
tion before final adjournment. The 
rules committee promised an early de- 
cision. 

The resolution also calls upon the 
select committee to ascertain whether 
is necessary for 
the protection of the interests of 
Georgia and other states, and the 
purehasers of schoolbooks. Adminis-

PARIS, May 8.—(4)—The French 
government’s immediate disarmament 
project, it was revealed today, 1s_ 
arms and airplane embargo righ 
would keep these products out of Yer- 
many. 

France was represented as urging 
Great Britain to enter a bilateral 
agreement to this effect, which has 
been under discussion for several 
months. Smuggling as well as legiti- 
mate trade would be taken into con- 
sideration in the proposed agreement. 

The negotiations were started soon 
after Germany withdrew from the 
League of Nations and alarm was 
expressed here over what the»French 
consider efforts of Chancellor Adolf 
Hitler to build up a powerful army. 

Recent shipment of 86 airplane 
motors to Germany by a British com- 
pany brought the negotiations into 
the foreground, the French claiming 
that the motors could easily be trans- 
ferred from civil to military planes, 

Great Britain was asked her atti- 
tude on such transactions and was 
informed that no guns or other war 
material manufactured in France are 
sent out of the country without gov- 
ernment permission.

‘Extensive Civilization Revealed 


In Macon Mounds, Says Scientist 


Excavation of Indian mounds at 
Macon during the last four months 
has uncovered remains of an exten- 


of material left by the Indian inhab- 
itants, Dr. A. R. Kelley, a represent- 
ative of the Smithsonian Institution, 
said Tuesday in a speech before the 
Atlanta Rotary Club. 

Visiting. archaeologists have pro- 
nounced the Macon mounds as among 
the best preserved and most complete 
remains in the southeast, he said, 
whose careful exploration would go 
far to unravel the mystery of the 
origin of Creek tribes. 

The southeast is the last unexplored 
cultural province of North America, 
Dr. Kelley said. Mound excavations at 
Macon were made possible by the 
use of CWA workers: The work has 
been under direction of Smithsonian 
archaeologists. 

“Recent discoveries at Macon point 
clearly to a rather high stage of cul- 
tural achievement, especially in the 
technique of mound building” Dr. Kel- 
ley said, “the bwilding of large, pre- 
tentious; underground religious struc- 
tures; town planning and the develop- 
ment of the art of pottery making. 

“Attention should be called to the 
circularcouncil chamber or ceremonial 
eartlt ledge explored in the suburbs of 
East Macon, 2 remarkable under- 
roum@ structure with a raised plat- 
loot modeled in the form of an eagle, 
tiers: of seats ranged around the in- 
ner walls of the council chamber, a 
clay moulded central hearth where a 
fire was always kept burming, the tun- 


nel passageway the only entrance from 
the outside of the structure, which 
was completely mounded over with 
sod or Georgia red earth. 

“This-most unusual religious cham- 
ber is one of the best preserved and 
most complete pieces of aboriginal 
architecture yet discovered by Amer- 
ican archaeologists.” 

Five Mounds in One. 

Exploration into one of the mounds, 
known ag Mound. C, showed it was 
really four or five mounds built one 
upon another, he said. 

“Each mound was surmounted by a 
thick band of clay; selected by the 
mound builders for its eolor and pe- 
culiar consistency. Each mound was 
built, covered or plated with clay, 
and used as a raised strueture upon 
which to build temples or important 
public buildings; after which another 
and higher mound would be- built on 
top of the first structure until at 
length no less than five mounds had 
been constructed. j 

“The first mound to be made in the 
construction of Mound C was topped 
with blue clay and had a clay-moulded 
stairway with 14 steps rising from 
the ground level and ascending to the 
summit of the mound. This flight of 
stairs is in itself a unique discovery 
im American archaeology; for true 
stairs, developed in perfect step for- 
mation, have not been found north of 
Mexico and Central America, where 
we know the middle-American Mayan 
and kindred people built stone stair- 
ways and balustrades ascending to 
their temples on tops of mounds,”

A campaign has been started in 17 
north Georgia counties to eliminate 
‘blister rust,” an enemy to the thou- 
sands of acres of white pine trees 
which are springing up to take the 
place of chestnut trees, practically all 
of which have been killed by chestnut 
blight, State Entomologist Manning S. 
Yeomans said Tuesday. 

A survey already has been started, 


swith $10,000 in federal funds allocated 


for the purpose, by the United States 
bureau of plant quarantine and en- 
tomology, working in co-operation with 
Mr. Yeomans and State Forester B. 
F, Lufburrow. 

Mr. Yeomans explained that virtual- 
ly all chestnut trees were killed by the 
chestnut blight in this section of the 
State, and because of increased fire 
protection, the white pines, which 
make available timber, began spring- 
ing up and are making headway in 
taking the place of the chestnuts. 

He said that blister rust is destroy- 
ed by eliminating wild “ribes’ which 
he classified as gooseberry, currant 
and other similar plants. Part of the 
life cycle of the blister rust is spent 


(on these plants as fosts, and if either 


the ribes or the white pines are de- 
stroyed, the blister rust will disap- 
pear. The wild ribes. Mr. Yeomans 
explained, have virtually no value. ' 

All personnel has been allotted for 
the work, which has been started in 
Rabun, Habersham, White, Lumpkin, 
Union, Towns, Fannin, Gilmer, Pick- 
ens, Cherokee, Dawson, Forsyth, Bar- 
tow, Gordon, Catoosa, Whitfield and 
Murray counties.

CANANEA, Mexieo, May 8.—(#)— 
A_ huge encircling ‘movement, designed 
to “bottle up”. the kidnapers of June 
Robles, was started in this area of 
old Mexico today by soldiers, rurales, 
vaqueros and custom guards after two 
Arizona highway patrolmen told of 
locating a. house in which the 6-year- 
old child recently had been held. 

Asserting the kidnaped girl appar- 
ently had been held as recently as two 
days ago in the house, the Arizona of- 
fi¢ers, George Ash and Tom Newell, 
expressed the conviction she was in 
the hands of two men who had fled 
in terror as the picturesque man hunt- 
ers began creeping nearer their trail. 

At the same time, Undersheriff Col- 
by S. Farrar, of Pima county, Ari- 
zona, was represented as believing 
other below-the-border clues merited 
watching, although the man _ hunt 
staged yesterday without regult in the 
more westerly portion of Sopora south 
of’ Nogales had not been definitely 
renewed. 

In. Tueson,. Fernando Robles, -fa- 
ther of the girl, and Bernabe Robles, 
the aged grandfather, did not comment 
on reports that agents of the abduc- 
tors had made tentative overtures to 
them, or that members of the family 
were following new instructions. Con- 
firmation of these reports was unob- 
tainable also in other quarters. 

Ash and Newell would not reveal 
the location of the house. reputedly 
used by the abductors and turned the 
search into the outlying areas.
